Family Wants Woman Kept 
‘Alive’ After Baby Is Born

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (WP). 
—A spokesman for the family of 
8 comatose woman who is five 
menths pregnant sald yesterday 
that the family has decided that 
“there will be no cessation of the 
Tiife-sustaining) machines at any’ 
time.” 

Rosemarie Maniscaleo is being 
kept olive in the hope that her 
20-week fetus eventually could be 
barn. But attorney Norman Weiss 
said that, whether or not the baby 
is born alive, the family and phy- 
siclans have agreed to attempt to 
keep Mrs, Maniscalco “alive. 

While the Brooklyn, N.Y. 
woman has been described ns 
“brain dead,” ἃ condition mean- 
ing a complete absence of electric- 
al activity in the brain and an 
absence of any reflexes, Mr. Weiss 
said he was told by physicians 
that the woman has some very 
minimal brain function. 

If Mrs. Maniscalco were brain 
dead, the attempt to maintain 
her and her fetus would be hope- 
less. 

According to Dr. Julius Korvin. 
chief of electroenrephalography 
at New York University-Bellevue 
Hospital, there have been no re- 
ports of anyone who is brain 
dead being maintained by ma- 
chines for more than a week, 

Mrs. Maniscaleo became coma- 
tese Nov. 23, reportedly after 
jumping up from a table in her 
home, vomiting and collapsing. 


Beating Charges Probed 


Mr. Weiss sald that the Kings 
County (Brooklyn) district at- 
torney’s office is investigating al- 
legations that Mrs. Maniscalco 
was beaten by her busband, John, 
a charge Mr. Weiss said Mr. Ma- 
niscaleo denies. 

While most speculation has 
centered on whether the 27-year- 
old woman could be maintained 
for the four to six weeks needed 
to give her fetus time to mature, 
some persons addressed the ques- 
tion of whether she could be 50 
maintained by machines, said Mr.

: No Change Expected in Staff, Habits 
Friend Concerned About Strains on Carter

WASHINGTON «NYT).—After 
dinner at the While House 
recently, Charles Kirbo thought 
his friend, Jimmy Carter, looked 
drawn and tired. 

“I thought he might want to 
go to bed without talking after 
dinner,” Mr. Kirbo remarked the 
uext morning, “but he wanted to 
visit for a while.” 

Charlie Kirbo, the small-town 
lawyer who became a successful 
big-city lawyer and the confidant 
of the President, was in Wash- 
ington far-.one of his periodic 
visits with Mr. Carter at the 
‘White House. 

AlthoupH’ the Atlanta attorney 
is unpaid, untitled, wnnominated 
and unconfirmed for any govern- 
ment job—and his role is some- 
what undefined—he was wearing 
one of the laminated green plas- 
tic White House staff identifi- 
cation passes on a chain around 
his neck as he sat down to break- 
fast with a group of reporters. 

(Mr. Kirbo usually comes to 
Washington every two weeks, but 
it had been about a month since 
his last visit, and the journalists 
wanted to know what he thought. 

Agrees on Aging 

“I think he’s aging,” Mr. Kirbo 
said of the 53-year-old President, 
confirming an impression held 
by many people less intimate 
with the chief executive. 

Mr. Kirbo added in his slow, 
south Georgia drawl that he 
wished the President would get 


out of his office more to “fish 
and hunt” like he did while he 
was governor of Georgia. 

“But I've learned it is 2 hell 
of an operation just to go fishins 
when you're President," he added, 
recalling the Secret Service 
launches that followed the two 
men earlier this year on a fishing 
trip to St. Simons Tsiand off the 
Georgia coast. 

“Im concerned." Mr. Kirbo 
said, “that he get off and reflect 
and take time to talk to people 
he generally doesn't get to see. 
It’s good for him. It's good for 
him to talk to people not in gov- 
ernment—ordinary sort of people.” 

However, the leading member 
of Mr. Carter's kitchen cabinet 
said he doubted the President 
was going to change his personal 
work habits or the organization 
of the White House staff, both 
of which have been the object 
of critical scrutiny in Wash- 
ington. 

Mr. Kirbo expressed stern dis- 
approval of critics who say the 
President immerses himself in 
detail too much and attacks too 
many problems at the same time. 

Very successful 

“I wouldn't want to change 
him,” the President's friend said. 
“he’s been very successful He 
got a little bit further in Jife 
than 1 did.” 

The attorney shook his head 
about the “obsession” reporters 
seem to have on the question of 
whether Mr, Carter will appoint 
a White House chief of staff to 
oversee the efforts of senior as- 


sistants who are now nominally 
all equals. 

“He's not going to have one,” 
Mr. Kirbo said of such a chief 
of staff. 

“We have systems over there,” 
he said of the White House. “We 
know just how much time he 
(the President] epends on differ- 
ent things and the records are 
regularly reviewed. We can look 
at them and we can measure, 
and if something is out of pro- 
pertion adjustments can be 
made.” 

Mr. Kirbo ts a staunch Carter 
loyalist who thinks that “certain 
elements” of the press—which he 
Meciined to name—had been 
“unfair and wmobjective and 
make things difficult” for Mr. 
Carter. 

At the same time, the Presi- 
cent’s friend has always had an 
alr of rather dour pessimism, and 
he paints less than a glowing pic- 
ture of Mr. Carters first year 
in office. 

The President's main objective 
is “to restore the confidence of 
the public in government and he 
is making some progress in that, 
tut there is still some way to go 
in that area.” 

He added that he didn’t think 
that the elusive quality called 
“business confidence" in Mr.
